FARMERS ORDER YOUR PICRIC 
ACID FOR BLASTING. 


The Northeastern Michigan Devel- 
opement Rureau. 


The Government has for distribu- 
tion to farmers for land clearing pur- 
poses, about 12,500,000 pounds of pic- 
ric acid. 

Michigan’s allotment is about 31 
carioads of which no one farmer can 
secure more than 1000 pounds. Cost 
to the farmer is 7 cents per pound 
plus the freight which means that the 
fet cost would be somewhere around 


. 10 cents per pound which makes a 


very cheap explosive. 

Distribution in the State is under 
the supervision of the Michigan Agri- 
cultural College. Taking of orders 
and the distribution in the counties is 
jn charge of the county agricultural 
agents.

POOR TEETH AREF PUPILS’ 
HANDICAP. 
Parents Urged To Have Children 


Visit Dentist, At Least Once 
A Year,

Lansing, Sept.—wne million den- 


tal cavities; 1,000,000 possibilities of 


failing in readin’, ‘ritin’, or ‘rithme- 
tic’. 

This is the handicapping posses- 
sion of Michigan school children, ac- 
cording to a statement made by Dr. 
Kenneth R. Gibson, director of the 
state department of health's newly 
organized bureau of dentistry and 
oral hygiene. 

Of the 750,000 pupils now in school 
in the stale seventy-five per cent, or 
661,500 pupils are believed by 
public health authorities to be in 
need of dental attention. The num- 
ber of cavities each child may have 
will range from one to more than a 
dozen, it is said. 

“On a conservative estimate there 
are at least a million cavities,” states 
Dr. Gibson. “which should be treated 
immediately to save the teeth, pre- 
vent sickness, oral infection, loss of 
time from school and possible seho}- 
astic failure. 

“Parents are coming to realize that 
the so-called ‘baby-teeth’ are im- 
mensely important, and that their 
premature loss ‘s the cause of the im- 
proper closure of the upper teeth up- 
on the lower; they should take par- 
vieular care to see that the four per- 
manent first molars which erupt be- 
tween the sixth and the seventh years 
about the time the child enters school 
are well preserved, for these teeth 
are the keystones of the dental arch. 


“Much of the impaired health in 
children, malnourishment and ‘ack of 
resistance to sickness and disease is 
the result of improper mastication 
and assimilation of food, and unheal- 
thy oral conditions.” 

“Take your cnild to the dentist at 
least once a year” is Dr. Gibson’s ud- 
vice to parents.

TWO BANK HEADS SURRENDER

Omaha, Neb.—Wholesale arrest of 
millionaire bankers, business men and 
labor leaders were started here Mon- 
day following the indictment of 40 
men in connection with a series of 
“financial crashes” early this year. 
Indictments charge that the losses of 
firms ruined by the “financial trust” 
totalled approximately $1,000,000,000. 

Three men named in the indict- 
ments surrendered at poon. They 
were Marion F. Shafer ond Ward E. 
Shafer, m{ilionaire heads of the Am- 
erican State Bank of Omaha, and 
Samuel H. Grace, treasurer of Divi 
sion 1, Rallway Employes, American 
Federation of Labor. Grace, one of 
Nebraska's leading politicians, is 
charged with embezzling a $30,000 de- 
posit slip. The Shafer’s were charged 
in three counts with embezzling $15. 
000 in funds"of a local company. 

Attorney General Davis has taken 
personal charge of the prosecution 
which may Jead to other states, The 
indictments charge conspiracy to de- 
fraud, embezzlement and mismanage- 
ment, 


HARDING ASKS UNITED ACTION 


Appeals to Governors and Mayors to 
Organize for Job Relief. 


Washington. — President Harding 
late Monday called for “unity of ac. 
tfon" throughout the nation in meeting 
the pfoblem on unemployment and is- 
sued an appeal to governors, mayors 
and town officials to take immediate 
steps to carry out the program of the 
national unemployment conference. 


Washington. —Advisability of a ted- 
eral bond issue to create a fund for 
making loans to aid municipal public 
works in years of depression when 
jobs are scarce was under considera- 
tion Monday by sub-committees of the 
national conference on unemployment 

Such a proposal has been suggested 
to the conference as part of a plan for 
permanent safeguards against bad 
years for the nation’s workers.

Hastings, Mich.—That bis wife was 
strangled by three unknown assail- 
ants, who threw her body in a cistern, 
then attacked him, slashed his throat 
from ear to ear and left him for jead 
pinned between the bed and the wall, 
setting fire to the house and barn be. 
fore they left the place, waa the story 
told authorities by John Baverstock, 
Middleville farmer, who is slowly re- 
covering in Pennock hospital here 
from his wounds. 

Netghbors found Mrs. Baverstock's 
body in the cistern when a bucket 
brigade undertook to put out the fife, 
after Baverstock, sans clothing and 
bleeding trom his wounds, aroused 
them at 3 o’clock in the morning by 
pounding on the window.

Farm Bureau Notes

Corn Ear Worm. 


Farmers in widely separated parts 
of the county have reported that 
worms are working under the husks 
of corn. 

We wrote the Department of Ento- 
mology of the Agricyltaral college, 
about the case. The answer is pub- 
tished below: 

Lansing, Mich. 
Qetober 1, 1921.

Dear Sir: 


Owing to the nubmer of inquiries 
concerning the corn ear-worm we are 
sending you the following write up: 

The present season is marked by 
the presence of great numbers of 
corn ear-worms, know in the south 
as the cotton ball worm. The worms 
are found boaring into the tips of the 
ears of corn and in the case of sweet 
corn the entire ear is usually spoil- 
ed. 

These worms come from the eggs 
laid by the moth on the fresh, green 
silk just as it is being pushed out of 
tne ear earlier in the season. The 
worms that escape death now will 
burrow in the soil, and pass the win- 
ter there to come out as moths next 
spring, but the worms can be killed 
by dusting with 60 per cent arsenate 
of lead, just as the silk is pushed out. 

Coming at the time when we are 
expecting the European corn borer 
to appear it has caused more than 
usual interest. It is really an old 
enemy in Michigan, having been here 
since early time, although ordinarily 
not so plentiful. 

Not only Michigan is suffering from 
this pest but, at least all the States 
bordering on Michigan and mahy 
others in the country are likewise in- 
fested. The egg is not carried over 
in the seed and perfect kernels are 
in no way harmed. 

There is no way of telling at this 
time just how many worms will ap- 
pear next year since so much will de- 
pend on the effect of parasites on 
next year's generation of worms.

As your County Agent interprets 
the letter of Dr. Pettit, there is noth- 
ing that we can do about the worms 
now excepting to husk the corn speed- 
ily; brush off and kill all corn ear- 
worms We sce while husking. Next 
spring be on alert to see plans an- 
nounced for protecting corn with the 
6U per cent arsenate method just as 
silk ig pushing out. 

Seed Corn. 


|... Again, we entreat all farmers to 
save at least double the quantity of 
seed corn that you think you will want 
hext spring. Three times as much 
will be better. Some will not turn out 
as good as it now looks You will use 
| some; you will sell some; some you 
may need in 1923. You can never 
tell. More than one farmer has 
saved the day by having some reserve 
seed corn. 

Get a lot of it now while the getting 
is good. There is little use taking 
the trouble to save it if it is not care- 
fully cured afterward—hang it with 
no two ears touching, where it wil! 
become Slowly bone dry before freez- 
ing. Better never let it freeze. If 
I had my way about it, every child in 
every rural school in the country 
would be taught the principles of seed 
selection and preservation. 

Report it.

Dill Pickles are Popular and Keep 
‘Well in Jars. 

The method of making dill pickles 
differs from that for making salt 
pickles in two important particulars 
—a much weaker brine is used, and 
spices are added, chiefly dill. The 
entire stalk. of the dill herb is used. 
Because of the weaker salt concen- 
tration the curing of dill pickles takes 
only half the time required for ordin- 
ary brine pickles, but measure to pre- 


vent spoilage are necessary. 

In making pickles straight-sided 
open topped stone jars are the best 
receptacle to-use, One holding 4 gal- 
lons is a convenient size. A narrow 
neck jar is not satisfactory for this 
purpose. 

In the bottom of the jar place a 
layer of dill and one-half ounce of 
mixed spice. Then fill the jar to 
within 2 or 3 inches of the top with 
washed cucumbers of uniform size. . 
Add another one-half ounce of spice 
and layer of dill. If obtainable, place 
a layer of grape leaves over the top. 
They may be placed both at the top 
and the bottom. Grape leaves have 
been found to have a greening effect 
on the pickles. Make the brine as 
follows: Salt, 1 pound; vinegar, % 
quart; Water, 10 quarts. Cover with 
a weighted board or plate to hold 
the cucumbers well below the brine. 
lf packed at a suitable temperature 
(84 degrees F.), an active fermenta- 
tion will at once set in. This should 
be completed in from 10 days to two 
weeks if the temperature (86 degrees 
F.) is maintained. A scum soon 
forms on the surface, which should 
be scimmed off. : 

After active fermentation has ceas- 
ed is is necessary to protect the pick- 
les against spoilage. The surface ex- 


posed around the board cover should 
be coated with paraffin, or the pick- 
les should be sealed in glass jars or 
cans when sufficiently cured,

|REPORT NEWBERRY 


MICHIGAN SENATOR ENTITLED 
TO SEAT, SENATE COM. 
MITTEE DECLARES, 


MINORITY FAVORS UNSEATING 


Democrats Agree Foard Was Not 
Elected, But Recommend De- 
claring a Vacancy. 


Washington—Truman H. Newherry 
was legally elected over Henry Ford 
in Michigan in 1918 and is entitled to 
be seated in the senate, according to 
the mapority report submitted iate 
last week by the senate privileges and 
elections committee. 

The report clears Mr. Newberry of 
all. charges of corruption in connection 
with his election and recommeénds that 
the contest of Henry Ford be dismiss- 
ed and that Mr. Newberry be declar- 
ed duly elected. It is stated that Mr. 
Newberry’s qualifications for the of- 
fice of United States senator have been 
established conclusively. 

Both the majority and minority re- 
ports, the Jatter being submitted by 
the Democratic members of the com- 
mittee, agree that too much money 
was spent in the Michigan campaign 
and that Mr. Ford could not under any 
evidence be considered as elected. 

The Republican committeemen held 
that Mr. Newberry was not personally 
regponsibie for the unduly bulky cam- 
paign outlay, while the Democrats 
contended the reverse. 

The minority report submitted by 
the Democratic committeemen on 
strict party lines, opposes the seat- 
ing of Mr. Newberry and recommends 
that his seat be declared vacant. 

With the filing of the reports the 
case now goes to the senate for fina} 
decision, which will probably not be 
made for several weeks, In the mean- 
time, it is understood, Senator New- 
berry will not attend the senate ses- 
sions. 

Claims of Mr. Ford to the Michigan 
seat were denied by both majority and 
minority members on the same 
gtounds—that all charges against 
Senator Newberry related.to the pri- 
mary and not the general election and 
that it was established conclusively 
that In the general election Senator 
Newberry had received a majority’ of 
the votes. Mr. Ford's charges of brib- 
ery, illegal voting, undue influence and 
intimidation of voters in the general 
election were declared by the majfor- 
ity to be without foundation. 

The majorfty report after setting 
out the senate resolution under which 
the hearings were held, proceeds to 
give a chronology of the case from the 
time when Newberry and Ford were 
gandidates for the Republican senator- 
fal nomination at the primary of Au- 
gust, 1918, down to the end of the re- 
count of ballots in Washington, which 
recount showed conclusively, the re- 
Port says, that Truman H. Newberry 
was elected United States senator, 
“and that there js no evidence to sus- 
tain any of the charges of the contest- 
ant with regard to the general elec- 
tion.” 


FORD WILL HARVEST LUMBER 


Auto Manufacturer Has Plan tor Con- 
serving U, P. Tracts. 


Tron Mountain, Mich.—-“Ome hun- : 


dred years from now we will have 
more timber on vur upper peninsula 
lands than we have today.” declared 
Henry Ford. Detroit motor manufac- 
turer, discussing plans of the Ford 
company for systematically managing 
the timber harvest on the immense 
tract of land recently acquired by his 
company. 

“We will not cut a sitgle tree less 
than one foot in diameter,” Mr. Ford 
declared, “‘uniens that cutring is nec- 
essary to the growth of same other 
tree. Our company ts going to harvest 
its timber, but not clear jt out.” 

Mr. Ford urged greater efforts at 
fire protection and more systematic 
forest management In the upper penin- 
sula, also the reforestation of all lands 
cut over.

This Is 
a small amount compared to the per 
capita consuInpuon in some European 
countries, In Sweden and Switzer- 
jand, for exaniple, nearly 70 gallons 
are used by each person annually. 

A high value has always been 
placed on cows in many European 
countries, and history recurds a cam- 
palen conducted by Julius Caesar tr 
central! Europe where he found Ger- 
man tribes living almost exclusively 
on milk. In order to provide pastures 
for their cows they forcibly resisted 
the settlement of any people near 
them, 

In rejating the growth of the dairy 
industry in this country, the depart- 
ment specialists say that in pioneer 
days each family kept its own cow, 
The denser the population tecame the 
more important It was to have a well 
regulated and ample commercial sup- 
ply of milk. Gradually the aumber 
of cows increased, and tn time a dairy 
business grew up in various gectlons. 
The development of modern methods 
in the distribution of milk, with eco- 
nomic sanitary handling, has been 
closely accompanied by the larger use 
of this food, they say. 

Mach of the milk now used Jn cities 
comes many miles, and recently int 
proved methods have made It ‘pos- 
sible to ship it for long distances in 
retrigerator ‘cars, At the national 
dairy show In Chicago in 1919, mitk 
shipped from the Pacific const took 
first prize in the market-milk compe- 
tition with the highest score ever giv- 
en ro milk in recent years, 

Cities have always used a stuatler 
amount of uifik in proportion to the 
number of people than general farn- 
ing communities, the statistica show. 
For example. Philadelphia reached the 
rate of 23 gallons per capita Jn 1905.

FARM, CURE FOR SHELLSHOCK 


Thousands of Victims Have Recovered, 
According to Data Collested by 
American Legion. 


The symphony of droning mowers, 
cullivaters and threshers is a specific 
cure for shellshock. Of the thousands of 
World war veterans who turned to ag- 
riculture at the termination of hos- 
‘Hider, virtually all have. recovered 
from the effects of shellshock. This ts 
shown by a recent survey which Is be 
ing studied by the national organiza- 
tien of the American Legion. The re- 
port iHkewilse Indicates that shellshock 
vietims who settled in tbe cities have 
not yet regafned their health. 

The experiment of sending  shell- 
shock cases to the farms was tried 
with success in Canada, where more 
than 25.000 soldiers have taken farms 
under the soldlers’ re-establishment 
act. The government tas louned more 
than $110,000,000 to these men, and 
thetr first yenr’a crop was valued at 
approximately $14,000,000. Today the 
avernge soldler-farmer, the survey con- 
clivles, fe enjoying ruddy health and 
sound finances,

Cuba, which immediately following 
the World war climbed to heights of 
prosperity seldom attained by any 
other small country, has passed now 
into the valley of hard tines; and the 
reason in both cases was the same~— 
sugar. For though the {siand’s annual 
tobacco harvest is very valuable and 
though it has many other potential, 
if undeveloped, resources, it ts hardly 
overemphasizing the Iniportance of 
sugar production to say that Cuba is 
& one-crop country, When European 
and Eastern sugar was unobtainable 
prices soared skyward and Cuba not 
only cashed in heavily on her usual 
production but feverishly increased 
her cane acrenge and sugar milis, Now 
that sugar from the eastern hemis- 
phere is reaching the world markets 
while Europe has little buying power, 
sugar prices have fallen to low levels 
and Cuba is finding her war-increased 
erop a drug on the market. Financial 
gloom has followed upon the heels of 
a most hectic prosperity, “as the night, 
the day.” 

Suger-cane ts grown by three classes 
of planters in Cuba. Perhaps the 
major part of the crop is grown by 
share farmers, or “colonos,” as they 
are called. The owners of the sugar 
mills furnish them with a given num- 
ber of acres of land to plant and give 
them an agreed share of the sugar 
they produce. 


They Made Money Rapidly. 


The next class is composed of the 
land-owning farmers, who grow their 
own cape and have {t ground on 
shares, after the fashion of the rural 
grist mill, The remainder of the cane 
is grown by the owuers of the mills 
themselyes. At some centrala the 
“administration” cane, ag that grown 
under “central” management is known, 
amounts to only 4 per cent of the 
total; at others It amounts to 90 per 
cent. 

Even the share farmer, at pre-war 
pricés, made money. According to 
“Cuba Before the World," the official 
handbook of the republic at the Pan- 
ama-Pacifie exposition, when sugar 
was selling at 2.62 cents a pound, his 
share of the sugar brought htm, on 
the basis of twelve sacks to the acre, 
a return of from $46 to $51 per acre. 
When one remembers that the selling 
price of sugar in 1920 was from four 
to six times as high as before the war, 
the size of the per-acre Income at the 
high tide of prices Is apparent. 


Boom in Sugar Lands. 


A great deal of the cane land pro- 
duces much more sugar to the acre 
than the modest twelve bags that 
formed the basis of the calculations 
cited from “Cuba Before the World.” 
According to figures furnished by the 
Cuban department of agriculture, much 
Iand produces 22 bags ta the acre. 
This, at 15 cents a pound, brings a 
gross return of more than $1,000 an 
acre. 

These conditions brought about an 
unprecedented boom fn sugar lands. 
One sugar estate, which was bought 
about 1917 for $3,000,000, ‘sold in Jan- 
wary 1020 for $9,500,000. Another 
which was valued at about $6,000,000 
a few years before, changed hands at 
$15,000,000. 

Numerous new “centrals" were bullt, 
all capitalized on the basis of enrn- 
ings ‘luring the early months of 1920.

How the Crop is Harvested, 


In harvesting, the cane-cutters- firat 
Strip the blades from the stalk; then 
they cut off the upper part of the 
latter, which is worthless except for 
replanting, since what juice it con- 
tains possesses very little sugar. One 
of the strange things about sugar-cane 
le that the sap of the gtowing plant 
has little sugar, while in the mature 
stalk the juice is rich in sucrose. The 
action of the sun's rays seems te 
transform yilucore into sucrose—a 
transformation that canpot be accom- 
plished by human means. If magn 
knew how to do that, every cornfield 
would be a sugar field. 

The main body of the stalk is cut 
downo and toaded tnto the ox-carts 
In these it {s hauled to the field sta- 
tlon and placed In the waiting cars 
Each car contains about twenty tons 
ond each train is made up of thirty 
cars. This makes 600 tons of cant 
to the trainioad, and eight to ten 
traintoads a day are required to keep 
one of the bigger centrals in opera- 
tion for 24 hours. The big United 
Fruit central at Preston requires the 
crop from 250 acres every day tc 
keep it busy. Imagine a field three 
fifths of a mile square being harvest: 
ed between sunup and sundown to 
keep one central going! 

At the mills the cars of cane are 
dumped ov an endless belt which car 
Ties it to the crushing rolls, Each 
set of roils the cane passes through 
presses it harder than the one before. 
The last set may exert a pressure of 
a million pounds, and when the 
“bagasse,” as the crushed cane is 
called, issues from them it {s almost 
as dry as tinder. It is carried by con- 
veyors to the fire-boxes of tbe boflers, 
where it ig used as fuel in generating 
the steam that drives the big mills 
and boils the cane juice. The stream 
of crushed cane flows through the 
last set of rolls at a speed of seven 
miles a day, 


Making the Sugar. 


After the juice is freed of sediment 
it 13 pumped in the evaporators, where 
about half of the water is boiled out 
of It. 

The next step in the making of 
sugar is to draw the thick juice into 
the vacuum pans. Were it comes tnto 
contact with hot steam colls and boils 
at a very low temperature because of 
the absence of atmospheric pressure. 
As the boiling proceeds, the sugar 
erystaltlizes into small grains. 

The sugar und the adhering sirup 
are finally removed to a centrifugal 
machine that acts somewhat on the 
principle of a cream separator. 
Placed inside a perforated basket 
and whirled around at from 1,000 to 
1,400 revotutiona a minute, all of the 
sirun tx forced out through the per- 
foratic - while the crystallized sugar 
reminias hind, 

This sirup is bolled again and the 
process {s repeated until all the avall- 
able sweetness hag been extracted. 
The remaining Uquor Is the “black- 
atrap” molasses of commerce. 

A ton. of sugar-cane yields four and 
one-half gallons of blackstrap mo- 
lasses, and one gets a good impres- 
sion of the Immensity of the industry 
when, on a single day's rail journey, 
he meets a dozen solld trains of some 
forty big tank cars each, every car 
full to the dome with blackstrap. 

After sugar has come from the 
centrifugals !t goes to the bagging 
room where {it is put into bags that 
hold $25 pounds each. These are 
hauled in trainloads to the docks and 
shipped to the United States, where 
the big refineries remove the {mpur- 
ities and transform the sugar from 
dirty yellow to immaculate white.

the Ilind and the Odyssey that has 
allured readers tn all ages. As the 
Iliad is the first great romauce of high 
adventure, of deeds of perfect chivairy 
and wild fighting, of brave men and 
noble women, #0, the Odynasey is the 
first great novel of adventure in 
atrange parts, of miscreants thwarted 
and brought to juatice by the hero who 
in the end comes to bis own and res- 
cues the true wife who bides at home 
and waits the triumphant return of 
him who shal} free ber from the trials 
that beset her. 

The Greeks started the modern 
world going. An with Icarus they 
thought of the flying-man, with Aga- 
memnon ef wirciess telegraphy in the 
message he sent leapiag across the sen 
from Troy to Argos ta the flames upon 
the hill-tops, and with Odysseus of 
the motion-picture to the vision of all 
past men and wonen who filtted be- 
fore his eyes on his trip to the lower 
world, ao, too, they tutroduced us to 
practically every form of human ex- 
preasion. The prowe-romance came Inte 
in thelr development. The novel and 
the short story as they knew them for 
centuriem were embodied im the Ilad 
and Odyxaey. 

Whether one poet wrote the Iliad and 
the Odynsey has bees a question thai 
has busted many thousands of minds. 
The pertect torm tn which they have 
come down to «as proves clearly that 
many cenduries contributed to the per- 
fecting of the [{terary atyle fn which 
they are written. The discnanions over 
the “Homerte Problem” have inid the 
basis for Hterary and bibitcal criticism 
in modern scholarship. 


r he elders of the Trojans from 
thelr seats upoa the Scaean 
fate looked down upon the 

hosts of Greeks and Trojans mar- 
shaled in the plaln. For nine long 
years the armies had contended, Why 
had Agamemnon brought the men of 
many cities to fight around the walls 
of Priam's Troy?) What was it all 
about? 

Homer ‘sings of the wrath of 
Achilles, but the beginning of all the 
trouble goes hack of that, to the tale 
of a princely shepherd on a night sur- 
prised as he watched his flocks upon 
Mount Ida. The goddesses Hera, 
Athene and Aphrodite make him 
choose one of the world-old@ wishes; 
the judgment of Paris Is for a fair 
face and love. To fulfill her promise 
Aphrodite leads him to King Mene- 
Jaus’ court In Sparta. Back to Troy 
Paris brings Queen Helen and great 
treasure, A hue and cry follow 
throughout Greece; Menelaus calls to 
his help the great overlord, his broth- 
er Agamemnon, Achilles the sacker of 
elties, wily Odysseus, venerable and 
genial Nestor, and all the chivalry of 
the land with men and ships to make 
war on Troy. 

Others must pay for the wrong- 
doing of Paris—old King Priam of the 
Ashen Spear, his venerable queen, 
Hecuba, Hector and his noble wife 
Andromache, his little son Astyanax, 
Cassandra and ali the rest whom the 
toll of war involves. Other stories of 
the many Greek epics, now lost, bring 
the tale of warring years up to the 
tenth, where the Iliad begins. Hector 
{s the leader of the Trojans; Achilles 
has been the great fighting force of 
the Greeks, though now he has with- 
drawn in anger to his tent because of 
a slight put upon his honor by King 
Agamemnon. 

The hostile forces are advancing to 
the battle; a dramatic moment brings 
Menelaus and Paris in sight of one an- 
other. The wrath of Hector blazes 
out against Paris for al! the evil and 
shame his theft of women and wealth 
have brought. The gay and debonair 
Paris, however. can show splendid 
moments. “Hector, thy taunt is just. 
But throw not at me the lovely gifts 
of golden Aphrodite. The glorious 
gifts that the gods give are not to be 
flung away; no mnn could take them 
by mere willingness. Rut if thou doest 
wish me to battle and fight, make all 
the rest of the Trojans and Achatans 
sit down, and put me fn the midst with 
warlike Menetaus to fight for Helen 
and all her goods, to see who shall 
conquer and prove the better man; 
et the rest conclude a friendship of 
trusty oaths; may ye dwell in fertile 
Troyland, and the others go back to 
Argos, nurse of steeds, and Achaia of 
fair women.” 

So it was that the hosts sat in high 
expectation in the plain, and Priam 
and the Trojan elders were gathered 
on the Scaean gate. And Priam, who 
hore no grudge against Helen for all 
the misery her fair face had brought 
to him and Troy—for he saw the 
hands of the gods tn it all—called her 
to his side to tell him of the chfefs 
among whom she had once lived. Then 
those elders, who had long since seen 
their fighting days, paid the finest 
compliment a woman’s beauty has 
ever received—how many thousand 
years ago®~as they saw Helen ad- 
vancing. “No cause for anger that 
Trojans and well-greaved Achalans 
for such a woman long time should 
suffer sorrow.” Not another word! 
But those old men upon the wall have 
drawn for you and me a picture of 
The Worl?’s Desire. “But even 80,” 
they continued, “let her go home upon 
the ships and stny not as & source of 
sorrow to us and to our children after 
as."

“I know 
the’ day shafl come,” he answered, 
“when holy Tos shall perish, and 
Priam and the folk of Priam of the 
goodly Ashen Spear. But thought of 
him, of my mother, of my brochers, 
does not trouble me so much as that 
some warrior of the Achalang shall 
rob thee of the day of freedom.” He 
stretched out his hand ta the Httle 
boy, who shrunk back to his nurse’s 
breast {fn fear of the bronze and the 
horse-hair crest that nodded dread- 
fully from the top of the helm. 
Stralghtway Hector took off the helm 
and placed it on the ground. And 
when he had kissed his son and tossed 
him in his arms, he spoke in prayer 
to Zeus and the rest of the gods: 
“Grant, ye gods, that this son of mine 
prove foremost among the Trojans, a 
good and mighty king. And as he 
comes back from battle may many a 
man Say of him, ‘A far better man 
than bis father,’ and may his mother 
rejoice in heart.” And then he hand- 
ed him back to his mother, who re- 
ceived him smiling through her tears, 
and so departed to the battle with 
words of high cheer, 

There follow many scenes of va- 
tied action—the Tiad is one of the 
great collections of short stories in 
the world's Ulterature, In which 
given. a perfect picture of the life of 
that lordly society of so long ago. 
The plain people play little part, al- 
though their champion, Thersites, ts 
the first democrat mentioned in liter- 
ature. Mighty deeds of derring-do, 
high adventure, love of lords and Ia- 
dies, the pranks of merry children— 
all are preserved, as it were, In amber, 
and the sentiment for the mast part 
is so modern that it is almost impossi- 
ble to believe that we are reading of 
people who lived many hundreds of 
‘years before Christ was born. 

But over all impends one dreadful 
fate. It is a Greek tale—yet Hecter, 
prince and leader of the foe, is the 
hero of the story. Of course he is not 
quite so strong, not quite so great a 
fighter as Achilles, the Greek cham- 
pion, and all know that fin the end 
Achilles will win. The great scenes 
are worked upto with consummate ar- 
tistry. Achilles is still sulking in his 
tent; Hector is pressing the Greeks 
hard; Patroclus, Achilles’ dearest 
friend, begs his chief to let him don 
his lord’s armor and save his people; 
he has his way and Hector slays him. 
Achilles’ anger blazes forth fn all its 
passion. What now a petty slight? 
The great scene of the battle between 
the two inspires the poet to all his 
noblest power.

tax which the people in the rural 
sections vote upon themselves at the 
annual town eetines Last year 
this fax amounted to $18,495,380.04. 
As much of this money is expended 
in hauling grave) to réads, a word or 
two as to the application of gravel 
and the maintenance of gravel roads 
afterwards, may not be amiss. 
Too commonly a-firat class job is 
spoiled by neglecting the gravel after 
it is dumped, (too often not spread) 
upon the road. In fact it is left to 
pack itself and immediately becomes 
full of bumps and hojlows which be- 
come so hard that they van hardly be 
smoothed except by using a scarifier. 

This could easily and ‘theaply be 
prevented by spreading the gravel 
with the use of the four-wheeled gra- 
der followed by a spike tooth! harrow 
and the road drag. In fact the gra- 
vel which is placed on each ‘day should 
Le spread in this way and made as 
smooth as possible before quitting 
work at night. 

Later the constant use of the road 
drag would make many of those 
township gravel roads which have 
been cheaply built, as pleasant to 
drive over as many of the more cost- 
ly state highways. 

Probably no implements used in 
road building or maintenance has 
done so much to keep the roads con- 
stantly smooth as the potrol road 
drag and grader. 

When Te Drag. . As soon as the 
frost begins to come out of the ground 
in the spring use the road drag. Use 
it frejuently especially after rains 
until the ground freezes in the Fall. 
When the road softéns during the 
.| winter months smooth it up with the 
road drag so the surface will freeze 
smooth. 

How To Drag. Hitch to the drag 
in such a way that it will be drawn 
at an angle, forcing some gravel to- 
wards the center of the road. If the 
drag cuts too deep, shorten the hitch; 
if too little, lengthen it. Drag one 
side of the Toad, then the other, last- 
ly makifig a trip down the center. 
If the road is not smooth, ride the 
drag, stepping ‘around on it sufficient- 
ly to vary the cutting depth to work 
out high places. in the gravel and fill 
low ones. 

Strive toward a uniform crown in 
all gravel roads. When you drive 
over the road-you will readily detect 
if it.is too crowning. If too flat it 
will hold water. 

Large stones embedded in the sur- 
face should be taken out as it is im- 
possible to handle a road drag prop- 
erly when it is bobbing over stones.
